It will be obvionaly unoeODBsary 
10 enlarge upon ibo.^ abstract question 
of the iinportaoce to aoommoni'y of a 
plentiful Bupply of good, wholesome 
Water, and to point otjt the perilous 
position in which this city woold bo 
placed should tho supply be cut off even 
for a day. These are points which, 
oven if they bad not already been elab- 
orated in this journal, are almost too 
^elf-evident to need remark. The ob- 
ject of the present rotnarku ia to nrge 
upon the Water Oompa ly as well aa 
,jpon tho civic authorities the du'-y of 
employing, in time, every reasonable 
rnoana within tbeir powar to avert bqoIj • 
coaiingency as a lailaro of Ihe water lapply.

It may be parraitted us, however, 
while upon this aubjeoi, to remind Ihoia 
whom it most oonceroa o( tho iuaporiaooa ol 
being better prepared for any legialaiioo lhi»t 
may be necessary thao past attem|>ts might 
lead one to fear they might bei It is not 
ut the beel of a sesaion thai a Bill for tbe pur- 
pose ol introducing a propel stipply ol wuler 
into Victoria fhuuld 00 introduced. And, 
moreover, aucb a moaaura ought to be pro- 
p^red with the utmost caro, and would be 
all Ihe baiter of having the mature conoidera- 
tion and, if possible, the indoriatioo of a 
majority of ihoae liom whoae pockeia ihe coat 
ol tOe undertaking mu»t como, before being 
introduced iuto the Legiaiaiure.

sbootiug Affray ou Oloutgomery Street. 

Yostdrday a'"torDoon, about a quarter 
past three o'clock, a shooting affray oc- 
curod on Montgomery street, in front 
of tho Metropolitan Theatre, in which 
the principals were Frank Medina, 
a leader of tbe orchestra at tbe Alhain» 
hra, and Jobo Allen, a violinist at tbe 
Metropolitan. It uppaars that on 
Monday lost tho two panics named met 
in front of ibe Albambra and bad some 
words, and, gna]ly o>ni° blows, during 
wliiob Medina came off seoond best in 
the fight] Yesterday they n:et ogain 
at the Metropoliton, when the quarrel 
was renewed, and Medina drew n four- 
barrelled rtTolver and fired at Allen, 
who ran away when b3 caught sight at 
tbe weapon in Medina's band. The 
boliet struck Allen in tbe back, passed 
tbrotigb tho coat and underclothing, 
and junt grazed the ekin, producing a 
very slight wound. Medina was about 
to fire a 8i cond shot, when be wasieiz* 
ed by Charles Cornell, who wrested the 
weapon from bis hand. Officer Haggerly, 
who was in tho viciuit}, and who had 
atieoilou directed to tho difBeulty 
by the report ot tho weapon, cume up 
uud arrested Medina ou a charge of as- 
sault wiih a deadly weapon with iutent 
to commit murder. 

The prisoner was visited in the City 
Prison by one of the reporters of the Call, 
who obtained from biiu ibo following 
statement ol the difficulty and its ori- 
gin : 

'On last Sunday I was the leader of 
the bund on the excursion boat Senator, 
which went to iho Farullones, and by 
reason of Allen Laving furnished some 
inferior musicians for the occasion, it 
placed mc in a very mea> position. On 
Monday X met him at the Albambra, 
and sp' ke to him about this, when we 
used burd language to one another, anu 
I slopped him iu iho face. He thon 
raised a hcncj loaded crtiie, and stru. k 
mo over tho arm, head, ond iu the 



.nd broioeg, which he said were the re 
nit of tho beating lie bad received from 
i-lien,) I told him at the timo that if it 
were not tor curtain reasons not ueoess- 
ary to he named nOW, I would shoot 
him. To-duy I was in front ot the 
MctropolitaUj when I saw him come 
toward luo. Ho made a sort of jump 
when ho saw me, and as I did not 
know what bo iniondcd to do, 1 drew 
my revolver and fired. In consequence 
ot the beating be gave, I have been no- 
abl f to play at the theatroi — San Fran- 
cisco Call.
